London, Oct. 30, 3 a. m.—Every indication

General Joubert finally has 
gucceeded in joining the Boer and Free State 
varmies and now has a force conservatively 
estimated at 17,000 men. To combat this 
army Generals White, Yule, and Hunter's 
‘combined forces number at the outside only 
12,000. 

The British claim to have nearly fifty guns, 
all of better quality than those of the Boers, 
but of shorter range. The Boers are credited 
with forty guns, but the chances are they 
have more. 

Country Swarms with Boers. 

Scouts who reconnoitered the Boer camp 
today found the Boers in tremendous force 
concentrated in a semicircle line of ten 
miles in front of the town: Almost every 
approach to Ladysmith is invested, and the 
last balloon party. discovered the Boers 
‘busily engaged in fortifying their positions

Some Unimportant 

Why General Joubert” did not begin the 
fight, today is unknown, unless it was on ac- 
count of his religious principles.

Berkeley was going through the Wün- 
inaries of the initiation when he met his 
death. This preliminary is not set down in 
_the ritual of the society, and formed no part 
of the ceremony proper, but nevertheless 
it is an unwritten part of the initiation, the 
idea being to put the candidate through se- 
vere physical tests of a kind that would 
make him pliable at the formal ceremony 
behind closed doors. 

In the words of one of the undergradu- 
ates, *‘ We tire the candidates out, so the 
serious part of the initiation is made more 
impressive.“ 


Not the First Fatality. 

The same fraternity lost another student 
in much the same way several years ago. 
The candidate then was walking blindfolied 
with two of the Kaps along the edge of 
one of the high cliffs at Ithaca. He was 
startled by some sudden noise, and break- 
ing away from his companions fell over to 
‘his death. The incident caused immense 
excitement in the college world, but few of 
the details became known, because the 
father and mother of the young man were 
promptly put through the entire initiation 
ceremony, and were convinced the death 

| Was an Only Son. 

Berkeley was 10 years old, six feet tall, 8 
telligent. and courageous. He was an only 
son of a family which for many generations 
has been distinguished. © 

His grandfather, Edward Fairfax Berke- 
ley, baptized Henry Clay into the 8 
Church, was the lifelong friend of that gr 
statesman, and when Clay died officiated at 
the funeral. Dr. Berkeley established St. 
Peter's Church in St. Louis, and there the 
burial services will be held on Tuesday over 
the body of the young student. 

“The father of the dead boy, who is also 
named Edward Fairfax Berkeley, reached 
here this morning from St. Louis, half 
crazed by the sudden misfortune.

Goes to His Death. 

Berkeley struck the bank of the canal and 
without stopping an instant ran down the 
bank and into the water. The water. was 
cold and the shock to his overheated body 
‘must have been severe, but this and the fact 
that he could not swim did not deter him. 

Fifteen feet from the bank the water was 
up to bis waist, and five feet further it was 
at his armpits. The next instant he sank 
out of sight. He had stepped into the seven- 
foot channel which the canalboats use on 
the east side of the canal. 

By the use of grapling irons the body was 
recovered....The Coroner reached the scene 
two hours later, and after hearing all the 
evidence rendered a verdict that the drown- 
ing was accidental, occasioned by the act 
of no other person, and that no individual or 
society was in any way liable or responsible

29.—A “Washington dis- 
patch to the Journal says: The South Atlan- 
tic squadron has been ordered, or soon will 
be ordered, to the scene of the south African 
hostilities.

MYSTERY IN HATAL SHOOTING. 


Despite an Ante-Mortem Statement Po- 
lice Think the Tragedy Was 
Not Accidental. 
New York, Oct. 29.—[Special. |~Michael D. 
Hatal, the magician, who was shot Saturday [ 
night by his assistant, Frank Benya, while 
giving an exhibition of catching in his teetf 
bullets fired from a musket in a hall at 197 
South Fourth street, died in Bellevue Hospi- 
tal today. Benya was arraigned in court 
this morning, but released on presentation 
of the following ante-mortem statement by 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 29.—It has been 
learned in Minneapolis that agents of the 
Transvaal government are in Chicago seek- 
ing to enlist Americans for service in the 
ranks of the Boers. There are in Minneap- 
olis several ex-members of the Thirteenth 
Minnesota who are anxious to go to the 
Transvaal, but they believe the Boers must 
be defeated, and consider enlistment in their 
behalf almost as a forlorn hope. 

Two ex-members of the Thirteenth have 
communicated with the representative of 
Great Britain in Chicago in regard to service 
in the Transvaal. The reply they recéfved 
was that the only way in which they could 
get to south Africa as soldiers would be to 
go to Canada and enlist, and after that take 
dig chances of ever being called into African 
service. This wasn't by any means what 
they wanted, and they have, therefore, 
‘dropped the idea of joining either the Boer 
or British forces. How the ex-soldiers 
learned of the presence in Chicago of a 
Boer agent they decline to say. They say 
they know. there is one there, but further 
than that they will not go.

The Standard’s correspondent at Lady- 
smith, telegraphing Saturday, sends a state- 
ment that the Boers have captured 1,500 
mules, a loss that must seriously inconven- 
lence British transport. 

The attempt of the Boers to cut the rail- 
way at Pieters was frustrated by British 
cavalry. 

Emperor William wired a farewell message 
to the Royal Dragoons, of which regiment he 
is honorary Colonel, saying: 

May you all return unscathed and well.”

Declared That the Campaign Policies

Brussels, Oct. 29.—General Brialmont, the 
highest military authority of Belgium and 
recognized throughout Europe as one of the 
greatest military tacticians alive, had this 
to say of the war in south Africa: 

“The fact which strikes me as a conclu- 
sion that may be deduced from what we 
have seen of the war is the insufficiency of 
the British military organization. I cannot 
conceive why, having to contend against 
such small people as the Boers, devoid of 
military organization and not really weil 
armed, a great power such as’ England 
should lay such strain upon its resources 
and be obliged to call out the whole or part 
of its reserves. That is full evidence that 
if Great Britain had undertaken war against 
any continental power the British could 
not hold the field against it for more than 
eight days. They would be crushed at once. 

It, therefore, Britain wishes to continue 
playing her part in continental affairs she 
must quickly alter her recruiting system and 
bring it up to the level of the French, Ger- 
man, Russian, and Italian military organiza- 


tions.”’ 
What Movements Mean.

Retreat from Dundee.

folk of Dundee, and when the report was 
circulated that General Yule advised the 
chairman of the local board to see to the 
immediate evacuation of the town the ex- 
citement was greatly increased. 

During the evening a report was received 
at Dundee that General White had arrived 
at Glencoe, and that he would probably join 
the Dundee forces in the morning and would 
order a combined attack on the Boers. But 
even this news, which afterward proved un- 
true, did not stay the exodus. 

Nearly all the inhabitants of Dundee got 
ready to leave during the night. Among

It was pitch dark. and a heavy rain fell in- 
cessantly. The people fied from the town on 
horseback, hardly knowing whither. they 
> were going. Some found their way to Row- 
an's farm and others made for Dekeker's 
farm, both under the Inhambane Mountains. 

The refugees reached these piaces in a 
most miserable plight. Both homesteads 
were crowded, many of the Dundee town 
guard having sought safety there during the 
flight. The riffraff of the town rifled the 
Bindeleros on the way, distributing the loot 
among themselves.

Flight to Ladysmith. 
At about midnight Mr. Riley, the chair- 
man of the Dundee local board, arrived at 
Dekeker’s farm with the information that 
General Yule had advised the refugeés to 
retreat instantly upon Ladysmith, as the 
Boers were all around Dundee. 


and hurried consultations were held. Asa 
result, small bands of flying people com- 
menced the long, weary tramp toward Lady- 
smith, walking throughout the night and 
drenched to the skin by the torrent of rain 
which continued to fall without cessation. 
There were about 300 Dundee refugees in the 
retreat, several of them being women.

The refugees formed a long line, plodding

Soon, however, the more disciplined con- 
tingent of the Boers arrived, carrying the 
Transvaal ensign, and proceeded to the 
courthouse. They took possession of the 


door. 

Dundee was now in the hands of the en- 
emy. 

The Boers informed the few inquiring res- 
idents that they would harm no one, but 
that they needed provisions badly. 

It was not long before the burghers got 
entirely out of the control of their command 
ers and wholesale looting was commenced. 
Stores were broken open and the contents 
either appropriated or scattered about or 
handed to on-lookers with impartiality, irre- 
spective of nationality. | 

Among the. things taken in this way were 
bags of biscuit, women’s clothing, drapery, 
and parasols, while almost every man had 
a bottle of liquor slung on either side of his 
saddle. 

One Boer who, after loading his pony with 
every conceivable kind of plunder, endeav- 
ored to pack a bicycle in front of him, and 
actually succeeded tn doing it. All Monday 
afternoon the Boers came empty-handed 
and went off laden with loot. 

No exception could be taken to the be- 
havior of the Boers who formed the town 
guard. No one was molested. and only the 
stores were looted. 

British spirits were further dampened in 
the evening by the news that General Sy- 
mons had succumbed to his wounds and was 
now dead in the camp hospital. He had 
passed away at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
dying as a soldier should. He had fought a 
good fight. 

He was buried in the cemetery attached 
to the English church at 1 o’clock on Tues- 
day morning. There was no coffin. His 
body simply was enshrouded in a Union 


so gallantly. 

There had been a short burial service in 
the English church, held an hour previously, 
which was attended by only a handtul. 


Boers Promise Protection. | 

Meanwhile the Boers had established some 
semblance of government for the town, and 
appointed guard patrols, who moved around 
continuously. A proclamation was issued 
promising safety to, the well-behaved, and 
ordering all the inhabitants within doors at 
8 o'clock at night. 

The Boers also appointed a magistrate. His 
first duty was to deal with some Kaffirs who 
had been arrested the previous day for loot- 
ing. Whatever was permissible to the white 
man was certainly allowable for the Kaf- 
fir, and accordingly Boer justice was meted 
out to them. 3 

The Boer commander had been by no 
means idle. He blew up with dynamite the 
railroad bridge close to the British camp. 
Scouts were sent to General Lucas Meyer, 
informing him of the turn of events, and in 
response he brought the men who had been 
s0 badly thrashed on Friday back to Dundee 
to reinforce General Erasmus. 

The Boers again came into town on Tues- 
day afternoon in large numbers and secured 
more liquor. They became excited and quar- 
relsome and started parading the streets, 
singing derisively and mocking the British. 

Having witnessed the occupation of the 
town, I started with two friends to leave for 
the British camp, but this was much more 
easily conceived than carried out. We were 
stopped attempting to leave the town and 
were told that we could not depart without 
2 securing a permit from General Lucas 

eyer. 


Account of the Capture of the 
hteenth After the Glencoe 
Fight. 


following official account of the capture of 
the squadron of the Eighteenth Hussars by 
the Boers is given by Captain Hardy: 

After the battle at Glencoe three squad- 
rons of the Eighteenth Hussars with a 
Maxim, a company of the Dublin Fusileers, 
and a detachment of mounted infantry, 
Colonel Moeller commanding, kept under 
cover of a ridge north of the camp, and at 
6:30 p. m. moved down towards Sandsprult. 

On reaching the open the British force 
was shelled by the enemy, but without casu- 
alties. Colonel Moeller led his men round 
Talana Hill, in a southeasterly direction, 
across Vant’s drift road, captured several 
Boers, and saw the Boer ambulances re- 
tiring. Then, with Squadron B of the Hus- 
sars, the Maxim, and the mounted infantry, 
he crossed the Dundee-Vryheid railway and 
approached a strong force of the enemy, 
who opened a hot fire, wounding Lieutenant 
Lachlan. 

Our cavalry retreated across Vant’s 
drift, the Boer’s pressing. Colonel Moeller 
held the ridge for some time, but on the 
enemy enveloping his right he fell back 
across the Spruit. The Maxim stuck in a 
water hole. Lieutenant Cape was wounded, 
three of the detachment were killed, and the 
horses of Major Greville and Captain Pol- 
lock were shot under them. 

The force finally reformed on a ridge to 
the north, which was held for some time.“

Ladysmith, Natal, Oct. 29.—I learn official- 
ly that General Joubert is now nearing 
Ladysmith and that a big engagement ie ex- 
pected to be fought tomorrow. 

The plan of operations is likely to be an 
absolute repetition of that practiced at Dun- 
dee. The combined Boer forces will attack. 
The Boers have made persistent attempts te 
divide the Ladysmith garrison, but failed. 


Brush with the Boers. 

Three Boer commandoes were yesterday 
located northeast of here. The largest was 
3,000 strong and the smallest 700. All had 
guns and wagons and evidently were part 
of the general force of the enemy which is 
now closing in on Ladysmith. General 
White pushed out a strong force of our 
scouts and soon engaged theirs. The British 
Lancers were fired on at a distance of 250 : 
yards, and one was wounded in the hand. 
Our mounted infantry, however, came up 
and engaged the enemy, who was driven 

Our force subsequently bivouacked five 
miles from Ladysmith. As we prepared our 
camp hy a stream on the Helpmakaar road 
the countryside stood out in, the clear light 
of a brilliant afternoon. Before us the land 
lay fairly open, but to the left there was a 
tangle of mountains. The Boer forces, their 


tents and wagons and an occasional scout 


cantering across the skyline, were all visible. 
Botween our troops’ horses, squealing mules, 
wagons, and stretchers threaded a few wag- 
ons of farmers driven in before the Boer ad- 
vance. They were loaded with household 
goods. 

Boers Are Closing In. 

When day broke the enemy momentarily 
disappeared, but I clearly saw a wide semi- 
circle of Boer commandoes closing in on us, 
their line west to east being plainly visible. 
I could see the enemy today mounting a big 
gun to the west, four miles from camp. 

Ladysmith is full of women and children 
playing in the streets, where the alarmists 
momentarily expect 100-pound shells to fai) 
on their heads. The presence of a large 
floating population is perhaps regrettable 
when the possibility of a temporary stoppage 
of supplies is considered, but there is no 
cause for alarm or even anxiety. The gar 
rison is well able to holditsown. Today tae 
men are resting, as their work has told 
somewhat on them, especially along the 
heavy roads. 


Water Supply Shut Off. 

The pipes giving the water supply to Lady- 
smith have been broken, presumably by th 
enemy. However, there is no serious danger, 
as the river is running strong and further 
heavy rains are almost certain. -Plenty of 
natural wells could be opened in town. It 
has been reported that the enemy is endeav- 
oring to choke up the sources of the river, 
but this has not affected public confidence, 


War Balloon Arrives. | 

Much interest was shown today in the ar- 

rival of a war balloon, which made à triak 

ascent. It was drawn along amid exultant 

war dances by the Kaffirs, who consider it Is 

the deity. It should prove of the greatest 
value in this country of rivers and slopes. 


Skirmishes on Newcastle Road. 

Desultory skirmishing has been going on all 
today along the Newcastle road. The force 
that is concentrated here not only is ex- 
pectant but eager for the coming attack. 
It is impossible to exaggerate the fitness of 
our men in both mind and body. 

The Irish Fusileers, who arrived yesterday 
after a thirty-two mile march, marched out 
today. They presented an excellent abpear- 
ance. The Gordons, too, whospent Wednes- 
day night in pouring rain in the hills «te 
the eastward, today are fit to fight for their 
lives.

Today proved to be quiet. The time waé 
spent in thoroughly reconnoitering <he 
enemy’s position by balloon.

Kaiser’s speech and after the Kaiser had 
discussed the details with Count von Biilow, 
and that Hohenlohe, under the constitution, 
is alone responsible for every official action 
of the imperial government. The press also 
assumes that Hohenlohe was not consulted 
before the program was published and that 
the Bundesrath, or Imperial Council, em- 
bracing representatives from all the Ger- 
man States., has not yet been consulted. 
Naturally the Socialists Richter’s fol- 
lowing declare relentless upon the new 
armaments, but the party press adopts a 
moderate tone, approving or disapproving 
quite mildly. There are two exceptions to 
this statement, however. The Neueste Nach- 
richten, representing the steel industries, 
enthusiastically approves the new arma- 
ments, but thinks the proposed third squad- 
ron of ten battleships and eight cruisers 
and other vessels should be completed in ten 
years, instead of seventeen.

SPANISH LOSS AT SANTIAGO. 


‘Findings of the Spanish Sup reme Coun- 
cil Made Public at * | 


ington. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—The Bureau of 
Naval Intelligence makes public documents 
containing the sentence of the Spanish Su- 
preme Council in the proceedings instituted 
because of the capitulation of Santiago in 
1808. The defendants, beside General Toral, 
are the commanders of the outly military 
posts, which were included in the capitula- 
tion of Santiago. 

The court lays great stress upon the im- 


' portance of the American naval forces, and 


declares that without their codperation it 
would have been impossible for the Ameri- 
can forces to have compelled the surrender 
of Santiago. The court vindicated General 


Toral and all others. 

It is declared that during the bombardment 
of Santiago on May 31 about 100 shots were 
fired by Spanish batteries and the Colon in 
a space of forty-five minutes. 
the Colon aided the batteries is new. With 
reference to the sinking of the Merrimac the 
court declares that this vessel was sunk by 
the fire of the Reina Mercedes and the water 
batteries. . 

Of the bombardment by the American 
squadron on June 6 the court says that over 
2,000 projectiles were discharged by the hos- 
tile fleet, resulting in serious injuries to the 
Reina Mercedes and the garrison quarters at 
the Morro. One chief and eight men were 
killed and two chiefs, five officers, and fifty- 
six men wounded. 

Concerning the fight at Caney the court 
declares that one-half of the officers engaged 
‘were either killed or wounded. The Spanish 
artillery during the morning’s fight on July 
1, the court says, was able to silence the 
American battery at El Poso and cause it 
to withdraw. 

Of the general engagement on July 1 it 
is said that over 500 men and fifty Generals, 
chiefs, and officers were killed and wounded. 
During the engagement of July 1 only 1,709 
men of the Spanish 1 were actively 


engaged. 

Following the loss of San Juan and Caney 
the court declares that the water supply was 
cut off and that the military force surviv- 
ing the two days’ fighting of July 1 and 2 
was inadequate to defend the fourteen kilo- 
meters of protective works around the city. 
The total force available is placed at 7,000 
infantry and 1,000 guerrillas.

New York, Oct. 29.—[{Special.]—Li Hung 
Chang, the Chinese statesman, is an op- 
ponent of America’s expansion policy. He 


declares this country’s course in the Philip- 
pines a mistake. He suggests that Agui- 


naldo be bought off or the islands sold to | 


Japan. Some of Lj’s criticisms are severe. 

Dr. L. L. Seaman of New York City; in 
service at Manila, had a conversation with 
Li Hung Chang in Peking Sept. 15, which 
the New York Tribune’s correspondent, who 
was with him, has reported for his paper. 
Dr. Seaman had crossed with the Chinese 
statesman from England to New York, and 
after a lot of Li Hung Chang’s famous 
questions, mostly about two pretty actresses 
who used to sing for him, he turned to the 
Philippines. The Tribune thus reports the 
conversation: 

“Why are you, a doctor, up here at pres- 
ent, when your countrymen, the soldiers, 
are dying by the wholesale in Manila?’ 
asked Li Hung Chang. 

Dr. Seaman replied that he himself had be- 
come ill, and had come away for a rest and 
a change, but that he was going to return 
to Manila immediately. 

“What do you think of our occupation of 
Manila?” queried Dr. Seaman. 

It's a big mistake. When your President 
Grant visited me a number of years ago he 
assured me that your country was definitely 
committed to a policy of non-aggression 
upon weaker nations, but since McKinley 


has been elected you seem to have cast aside 


your traditional policy of honor, riches, and 
safety, and entered upon the same land- 
grabbing plan as England, Germany, and 
Russia. If Grant had lived no such mistake 
would have been made, I am sure, for the 
people listened to him, and obeyed his words, 
and his counsel was always wise.“ 4 


Says We Should Witharew. 

Dr. Seaman replied that at the outset the 
United States had not intended to absorb 
the Philippines; that they had fallen to the 
country in course of battle; and that the 
United States could not leave them until a 
stable government was established. 

That's the old story,” said Li, “ always 
under the pretense of doing good a subject 
country is administered for the benefit of the 
conquerors. Why don’t you withdraw your 
soldiers at once, now you have done with 
Spain, and allow the people to settle their 
own difficulties their own way?“ 

And allow them to become the prey of 
Germany, Japan, or some other nation?“ in- 
quired the doctor. 

“ Certainly,” replied LI. What happens 
to them is no concern of yours, if you, as you 
say, are not bent on deriving pecuniary ad- 
vantage from their possession; but that I 
dont believe, as you purchased them rom 
Spain by payment of $20,000,000 after sign- 
ing peace—a most foolish purchase.”’ 

Well, admitting that it was a bad busi- 
ness to purchase them, how can we in honor 
now retreat and leave them after entering 
upon war with the natives? Aguinaldo, their 
leader, is a traitor, who sold his people once 
to Spain, and would do so again; so he is 
mo fit leader for them. 


Would Buy Off Aguinaldo. 


In that case,“ replied Li, the solution is 


easy. Buy Aguinaldo off; he would cost you 
less than to maintain your army for an in- 
definite period, to say nothing of an ever- 
lasting pension list afterward.” 

“ But,” argued the doctor, 1 
could never adopt that policy, and thus cause 
the flag to be dragged in the mud before 
those traitors.” 

“ If you don’t,” replied Li, “ your flag that 
you speak of so boastingly will come down 
of itself. You think you see the elements of 
greatness in this Eastern conquest, but I 
prophesy that your éountry will disintegrate 
and many evils follow if you don’t stop in 
time. | 

Many of my countrymen would be glad 
to stop,” replied the doctor, but they see 
no way out of it now.“ 

Are not the Japanese supplying the in- 
surgents with arms and ammunition?’

Not as a government,” said the doctor, 
“although I have heard many reports in

Suggests Selling to Japan. 

“Just so,“ said LI. and you may be sure

METROPOLITAN AND LAKE Or- 
FICIAIS ON NEW CICERO GRANT. 
| 
Say the Ordinance for an Electric Rail- 
way System Introduced and Re- 
ferred in the Town Board on Satur- 
day Is Not a Wedge for Competition 
Nor Connected with Either of Their 
Companies—Others Review the Pos- 
sibilities im the Case. 


Officials of the Metropolitan and Lake 
Street L roads denied yesterday that the 

g ordinance introduced in ‘the Cicero Town 
board meeting on Saturday night granting 
the Chicago, Cicero and Northern Hectrie 
railway company a franchise to build and 
operate a street railway system in Cicero, 
Was or would be ground for a fight be- 
tween their companies for the business of 
that suburb. They also denied any knowi- 
edge of such a company having any connec- 


tion with either of their lines. 


The ordinance was given to Trustee S. D. 
Attridge fifteen minutes before the went to 
the meeting. He gave it to Town Clerk 


James A. Martin, and it was referred to the 


board as a committee of the whole. Mr. 
Attridge said he knew nothing of the ordi- 


nance except that it had been handed to him 


by a stranger, who gave his name as Christo- 


pher, with the request that it be introduced. 


The ordinance asks for a fifty-year fran- 


| chise, as follows: 


Beginning at the western terminus of South 
boulevard, easterly along said boulevard to Ridge- 


land avenue, south in Ridgeland avenue to West 
Fourteenth street as now opened and as it may be 
hereafter extended to the east boundary of the 


town over property to be acquired by condemna- 
tion, purchase, lease, or otherwise; also beginning 


at Ridgeland avenue and Harvard street and 


running west to the western boundary of Cicero; 


also beginning at the western boundary of Cicero 
at Lexington avenue and running east in Lexing- 
ton avenue to Ridgeland avenue. 


Advantages for the Metropolitan. 


The part of the property running parallel 


to the Chicago and Northern Pacific road 
can be secured by condemnation. This would 
allow the Metropolitan ‘‘L”’ to reach its 


western terminus without hindrance. It was 


pointed out during the day that the building 


and operating of such a system as a feeder 


to its@levated system justifies the suspicion 
that the Metropolitan is behind the new line.
